Sure enough, by miraculous power they 


arc free, and the sheriff, waking out of a 
sound sleep, and supposing these minis- 
ters have run away and knowing that they 
were to die for preaching Christ, aud real- 
izing that he must therefore die, rather 
than £o under tho executioner's nxe on tho 
morrow und suffer publicdisgraco. resolves 
to precipitate his own decoas'o. But be- 
I'orn the sharp, keen, Klittovinff doggsr of 
tho sheriff could strike his heart ono of 
tho unloosened prisoners arrests tbo blado 
by the command: "Do thyself no harm." 


In olden time, and where Christianity 


had not interfered with It, suicido was 
considered honorable and a sicrn of cour- 
age. Demosthenes poisoned himself when 
told that Alexander's ambassador had de- 
manded tho surrender of the Athenian ora- 
tors. Isocrates killed himself rather than- 
surrendcr to Philip of llacedon. Cato,rather 
than submit to Julius Cajsar, took his own 
lu'o, and after three times his wounds had 
been dressed tore thorn open and porished. 
Miihriaatcs killed himself rather than 
submit 
to 
Pompey, 
tho 
conqueror. 


Hannibal destroyed Lls life by poison 
from his ring, considering life unbearable. 
L.vcurgus a suicide; Brutus a suicide. 
After the disaster of Moscow, Napoleon al- 
ways carried with him a preparation oi 
opium, and ono ni^ht his servant heard 
the ex-Emperor aiiso, put something in a 
glass and drink It, and soon after tho 
groans aroused all the attendants, and it 
was only through utmost medical skill ho 
was resuscitated from thc stupor of tho 
opiate. 


Times have changed, and yet tho Ameri- 


can conscience needs to be toned up on 
the subject of suicide. Have you seen a 
piu>or in Lhc last month that did uot an- 
nounce tho passage out of lifo by one's 
own behest? Defaulters, alarmed at tho 
idea of exp'osurc, quit life precipitately. 
Men losing largo fortunes co out of thc 
world 
because 
they can uot endure 


earthly existence. Frustrated affection, 
domestic infelicity, dyspeptic impatience, 
anger, remorse, envy, jealousy, destitu- 
tion, misanthropy are considered sufficient 
causes Tor absconding from this life by 
paris jtJ'Ocn, by laudanum, by belladonna, 
by Othello's dagger, by halter, by leap 
from tho abutment of a bridge, by Jire- 
n:inv Jlore cases of fclo de ee In the last 
two years than any two years of tho. 
world's existence, und more in tho last 
month than in any twelve mouths. Thc 
evil is more and more spreading. 


A pulpit not long ago expressed some 


doubt "H LO whether there was really any 
tiling wrong about quitting this life when 
it became disagreeable, and there are 
fouiul ill respectable circles people npol- 
ogctic for the crime \vhlch"Paul in tho text 
uri-ustoJ. I shun show you before I ge.t 
through that suicide is the worst of all 
crimes, and I shall lift a warning unmis- 
takable, 
ilut in the early part of this 


sermon I wish to admit that somo of the 
best Christians that have cvr r lived have 
committed self-destruction, but always 
in dementia, aud not responsible. 
I 


havo no ir.oro doubt about their eternal 
felicity than 1 have of tho Christian who 
dies in his bod in tho delirium of typhoid 
fever. While tho shock of the catastrophe 
is very groat,.1 charge all those who have 
had Christian friends under cerebral ab- 
erration step off the boundaries of this life 
to have no doubt about their happiness. 
The dear Lord took them right out of their 
dazed and frenzied state into perfect safe- 
ty. How Christ feels toward tho Insane 
you may know from the kind way Ho 
treated the demoniac of Gadara and tho 
child lunatic, and the potency with which 
He hushed tempests either of sen or brain. 


Scotland, the land prolific of intellectual 


giants, had none greater than Hugh Miller. 
Groat for science and great for God. Ho 
came of tho best Highland blood nnd was 
a descendant of Donald Roy, a man emi- 
nent for piety and the rare gift of second 
sight. His attainments, climbing up as he 
did from the quarry and thc wall of thc 
stone-mnson, clrew forth the astonished 
admiration of Buckland and Slurchison, 
tho scientists, and Dr. Chalmers, tho theo- 
logian, and held universities spell-bound 
while he told them tho story of what he had 
seen ot God in the old red sandstone. Thai 
man did more than 
any 
being that 


ever lived to show that tho Godot tho hills 
Is thc God. of the Bible, and ho struck his 
tuning- fork on tho rocks of Cromarty un- 
til ho brought geology nnd theology ac- 
cordantin Divine worship. His two books, 
entitled "Footprints of the Creator" and 
tho 
''Testimony of tho Kocks," pro- 


claimed the bauus of an everlasting mar^ 
riago between genuine science aud revela- 
tion. On this latter book he toiled day and 
night through love of nature and lovo of 
God until he could not sleep and his brain 
gave way, and ho was found dead with a 
revolver by his side, tho cruel instrument 
having had two bullets—oue for him. and 
tho other for tho gun-smith who at tho 
coroner's inquest was 'examining it and 
fell dead. 
Have you any doubt of the 


beatification of Hugh Miller after his hot 
brain had ceased throbbing that winter 
night in his study at Portobello? Among 
tho mightiest of earth, among the mighti- 
est of Heaven. 


No ono doubted the piety of William 


Cowper, the author of thoso three great 
hymns: " Oh, for a closer walk with God," 


Wtiat various hindrances we meet," 
There is n fountain filled with blood." 


"VVii'.inm (Jowper. who shares with Isaao 
Watts and Charles Wcsioy tho chief hon- 
ors of Christian liymnology.

attempt ut parricide. Kot getting what lie 
wanted by change of politics, he takes a 
shortcut out of a disgraced life into the 
suicide's eternity. There he is. thc in- 
gratel 


Hero is Ablmelech, practically a suicide. 


Ho is with an army bombarding a tower 
when a woman in the tower takes a jrind- 
stono from its place and drops it upon his 
head, and with what life he has left in his 
cracked skull lie commands his armor- 
bearer: "Draw thy sword and slay rao 
lest men say a woman slew me." Thcro 
is his post-mortem photograph in the book 
of Samuel, But the 
hero of this group 


Is Judas Iscariot Dr. Donne says ho 
was a martyr, and we havo iu our day 
apologists for him. And what wonder, in 
this day when wo ba:«o a book revealing 
Aaron Burr as a pattern of virtue; and in 
this day when we uncover a.statue to 
George Sand as the benefactress of litera- 
ture; and in this day when there are be- 
trayals of Cbriat on tho part of some of 
his 
pretended apostles—a betrayal so 


black it makes the infamy of Judas Is- 
cariot white! Yet this man by his own 
hand hanged up for the execration of all 
ages Judas Iscuriot. 


All the good men and women oi the 


Bible left to God tho decision of their 
earthly terminus, and they could have said 
with Job, who had a right to commit, 
suicide if any man ever had—what with 
his destroyed property, and his body nil 
ailame with insufferable carbuncles, and 
every thing gone from his home except 
the chief curse of it, a pestiferous wife, 
and four garrulous people peltinc him 
witi> comfortless talk while ho sits on a 
heap of ashes scratching his scabs with a 
piece of broken pottery, yet crying out in 
triumph: "All thc days of rcy appointed 
time will I wait till my change come." 


Notwithstanding the Biblo is against this 


evil, aud thc aversion which it creates by 
tho loathsome and ghastly spectacle of 
thoso who have hurled themselves out of 
life, and notwithstanding Christianity is 
against it, and tho arguments and the use- 
ful lives and the illustrious deaths of its 
disciples, it is a fact alarmingly patent 
that suicide is on the increase. 


What is the cause! 1 charge upon infi- 


delity and agnosticism l*is whole thing.

THE EXCLUSION ACT VALID. 


JioclHlon of Judgo Sawyer In Ttro TcBt 


Cjuns .Brought by Chinese 


SAN FKAXCISCO, Oct. Id—Judge Sawyer 


yesterday in the United States Circuit 
Court afiirmed tho constitutionality of tho 
recent Chinese Exclusion act, and hold 
that all Chinese now in tho harbor, as well 
us thoso on tho way from China, must be 
sent back. 


Counsel for the Chinese gave notice that 


they would appeal the cases to tho United 
(states Supremo Court. 
It is estimated 


that 3^,000 Chinese are affected by tho de- 
cision of the court, as there are still over 
D0,f)00 return certiilcatcs outstanding, and 
it is believed there are about 8,000 China- 
men in thoir native country who had lived 
here before the Restriction act wss passed, 
nnd wbo before tho passage of tho Exclu- 
sion act were entitled to ro-enter this 
country as "prior residents," AboutGOO 
Chinese have arrived here since the Ex 
elusion bill became a lav/, and over 700 
others are uow on thoir way from China. 


Tho decision of the court declares that 


the language of the act is clear, and capa- 
ble of bearing but one construction. It

both are binding except as tbe latter one 
conflicts or interferes with the former. 


Upon tho point urged by counsel Ior 


the Chinese that tho act is 'unconstitu- 
tional on account of its being an ex post 
facto law, the court states: 
" "VVo do r,ot nnd any element of ex post 


facto law In the act. Tboro is nothing la tho 
nature of an onVnsti In a Chmamac departing 
from this country, ana his departure Is not 
made: an offense, and thure Is nothing In the 
nature of the punishment or of tho penalty Im- 
posed for the net of having departed from this 
country. In providing, in iho Interest ot tho 
people of tho United States, that Chinamen 
who have luCt this country fiball not bo per- 
mitted to return, Congress simply ropoals a 
prior law founded upon thc stipulations ot thc 
treaty with China."
